spree about the time the state was 
laying down its original concrete 
highways, 1930 or thereabouts — 
but America's financial roof caved 
in simultaneously, and thereafter a 
long succession of mayors and city 
councils found 
that 
when 
they 


were talking to property owners 
about co-operating on the paving of 
streets they were merely beating 
their gums. 


The result was that for more 


than a decade street-building stood 
still. Residential districts built up. 
with only dusty gravel roadways to 
serve them — and our town began! 
to look like the growin.; boy whose i 
arms are longer th;ui his shirt-j 
sleeves.

According to the mayor's report i 


yesterday the city is getting more : 
substantial support from property' 
owners on the street program todav 
than it dicf a fe\r years back.

rollah Entezam of Iran, president 
of the veto-free general assembly, 
saying that the council had failed 
to agree on reelection.

Austin, talking to r e p o r t e r s

tion. We have been for Lie from 
the beginning. We consider

exceptionally gifted the extraodri- 
r.ary characteristics fitting him for 
this job for which there is no pre- 
cedent. 


"Although he has taken 
stands 


on some questions with which wej 
eould not agree, that makes 
no 


difference. We have the 
greatest 


respect for his courage.
